Introduction 

Claim 34 has been canceled. 

Claims 1, 36, 55, 58, and 59 have been amended. 

Claims 1-33 and 35-59 are presently pending in this application.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding amended claim 1 and claims 2-33, 35, the prior arts do not disclose 

matching the data representing the at least one unique identifier with data representing at least 
one further identifier associated previously with the given conference call host and connecting 
the given conference call host directly to the given conference call which includes bypassing 
entry of at least one conference pass code by the given conference call host. 
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Regarding amended claim 36, claims 37-54, the prior arts do not disclose matching the 
data representing the at least one unique identifier with data representing at least one further 
identifier associated previously with the given conferee; and connecting the given conferee 
directly to the given conference call which includes bypassing entry of at least one conference 
pass code by the given conferee. 

Regarding amended claim 55 and claims 56-57, the prior arts do not disclose matching 
data representing at least one further identifier with the data representing at least one of the 
originating telephone number and the destination telephone number; and connecting the given 
conference call host directly to the given conference call which includes bypassing entry of at 
least one conference pass code by the given conference call host. 

Regarding amended claim 58, the prior arts do not disclose matching the data 
representing the at least one unique identifier with data representing at least one further identifier 
associated previously with the given conferee; and connecting the given conferee directly to the 
given conference call which includes bypassing entry of at least one conference pass code by the 
given conferee. 

Regarding amended claim 59, the prior arts do not disclose means for matching the data 

representing the at least one unique identifier with data representing at least one further identifier 
previously associated with the given conferee; and means for connecting the given conferee 
directly to the given conference call which includes bypassing entry of at least one conference 
pass code by the given conferee.
